FLIN IMPROVES 

McGill Team Confident Of 
Avenging 3-2 Defeat In 
To-Night's Battle 

The University of Montreal hockey 
team yesterday completed its training 
for tonigh'ts's return match wiïh "McGill, 
when a squad of 18 stickhandlers took 
the ice at noon hour for the final work- 
out of the week. 

Captain Desbicn, who was mainly re- 
sponsible for the Laval victory in the 
last encounter between the two Univer- 
sities appeared to be at top form. His 
great speed and clever stickhandling is 
sure to cause tltc Red and White six 
considerable trouble tonight. There 
are few men in intercollegiate circles 
who arc capable of skating around the 
opponent's defence in the manner in 
which the Laval star can and when 
he gets through, his rivals' net are al- 
ways in danger. A. Lamarre, who com- 
prises 50 per cent of the well-known 
Lamarre brothers combination, did net 
take part in yesterday's workout. He 
i; suffering with a heavy cold and 
roaoh Corrigan, decided to take no 
chances with his star wing, ordering 
him to rest up before the game. 

In spite of the fact that the French- 
men emerged victorious from the last 
contest with McGill, the Red and White 
is a favorite to bring home the bacon 
tonight. The team will be augmented by 
the appearance of Flanagan in the line- 
up and although the latter is, owing to 
injury to his shoulder, not at t o form 
his presence will be felt and should 
prove a great advantage to his team- 
mates. Flanagan is easily the best shoot- 
er on the team and it is felt *hat if 
"Flin" had performed in the Laval gimc 
the McGill team would not have been 
forced to take the short end of the 
count. 

The players after yesterday s layoff 
are in excellent trim and are prepared 
to meet the most severe grind. After a 
performance such as that displayed 
against the Ouecns six last Stitnrdav 
the grit of the McGill men and their

Team To Travel To Syracuse 
This Evening. 

(Special to McGill Daily.)' 
Ithaca, N. Y, Friday, Feb. 10, 1922.— 
The Cornell matmen met and defeated 
the team representing McGill Univer- 
sity this afternoon. The Canadians 
had traveled all night in order to get 
here in time for the meet and they ap- 
peared to be suffering somewhat from 
lack of rest. However, they gave a 
good exhibition of matwork and did not 
allow any of the local men to win their 
bouts easily. 

tl appears that it was the first occa- 
sion on which the McGill wrestlers had 
worked under the American intercolleg- 
iate rules which states that the man who 
remains on top the greater part of the 
time shall be awarded the decision. The 
Canadian rule allows points for good 
defensive work when on the bottom. 
The greater amount of the decisions 
went to the men who had the greater 
ability to remain on top although some 
of them were clean cut decisions where 
better men won by large margins. 

MacDonald of McGill lost the deci 
sion in his bout after going the full time 
in a hard grind on the mat which left 
both of the contestants ready to quit at 
the end; Matthews also lost his bout in 
the 123 pound class on the referees de- 
cision, the Cornell man showing a marly 
ed ability to keep from underneath his 
opponent. 

After Currie had wrestled his oppo- 
nent to a draw in the' 135 pound class, 
extra time was called for and the judges 
gave the decision to the American 
grappler who had the edge. in the extra 
minutes. The showing of' the light- 
weight man on 'the visitors team proved 
to be. very popular with the crowd and 
they gave him a good reception at the 
conclusion of time. 

Cohen won his bout for the McGil' 
team in the 145 pound class. The Can- 
adian did not appear to have a great deal 
of science to help him in Ithç bout but 
his strength would not allow the oppo- 
nent to keep him -down, while he almost 
succeeded in pinning his opponent's 
shoulders to the mat.

WOMEN'S ATHLETICS. 



The coming intercollegiate contests between the women's teams 
of To'r'onto, Queens, and McGill Universities are an indication of the 
quick strides made by them in athletic activities within the past- few 
years. It is not very long ago since the first intercollegiate bas- 
ketball contests, which were promoted by the women students of 
McGill and Queens, were secured only after much difficulty. . 

The initiative shown by the women students at Queens and Mc- 
Gill was soon followed by the inclusion of a basketball team repre- 
senting Toronto University and that institution became an ardent 
supporter of inter-college contests for the teams representing the 
women's schools. 1 

This year the sporting activities have made a still greater advance 
and hockey is now included in the games played by the girls' teams. 
The contests to take place at Toronto are receiving as much atten- 
tion from the sporting public and the press as any of the big athletic 
meets of the winter months. 

It isi'not expected that the women's sports will ever rival those oi 
the men in interest, and there is no desire for such a state of affairs 
by those promoting the contests. Yearly meetings between the 
representative teams will cause an added interest in athletics among 
the women students, however, and make an otherwise unwelcome 
course at the university a pleasing pastime 



STUDENTS' AFFAIRS 



The students take a very little interest in the business which is 
being carried on by the men elected to represent them on the Stu- 
dents' Council. They have a vague idea of the . work being done 
but they do not bother to try and find out anything further. It 
does not matter to them just what is being done by the men in charge 
of the student activities so long as everything runs smoothly. 

There are time, however, when the men who are running the un- 
it rgraduatc affairs feel that a little more interest by the mass of 
the student body would help. The times when everything is not 
going exactly as smoothly as could be wished cannot be always con- 
trolled by the men in charge, but they are expected to carry on, 
nevertheless. It would perhaps be better if some of the major ques- 
tions of interest were put up to the mass of the students for sugges- 
tions. It would serve to get a more general idea of the students' 

f;ppinions and at the same time maintain a keener interest in college 

, affairs.

Dr. Hudson 
specialized in the Transit and Labour 
Paris of the Treaty, but he was also in 
innately connected with the- Committee 
which drew up the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. 

Dr. Hudson's outstanding" 'ability 
marked him as one of the most capahl< 
experts of the Conference and whet 
^ir Eric Drununond was appointed Sec 
retary General of . the League of Na 
•ions, he immediately offered Dr. Hud 
'on a post in the l-egal Section of th 
Secretariat. In that capacity Dr. Hud 
■=ou a;tcd as Chief Legal Adviser to the 
Washington and Geneva Labour Con 
ferences. In the autumn of 1920 ^ Dr, 
Hudson decided to rejoin his post at 
the Harvard Law School, but last sum 
mcr. during the absence of the Director 
he acted as head of the Legal Section 
of the Sccrctcriat at Geneva. 

Dr. Hudson is a forceful and exper 
ier.eed speaker. Tn view of his thorough 
acquaintance wirh all aspects of 
subject, his lecture on Sunday is certair 
to be very interesting, and it is hope 
that many students will avail themsclvc 
af this unique charcc of adding to thei 
kr.owiîdgc of World's Politics. 



GETTING A GOOD START. 



NSIDE OF THE STARS 
QUESTION IN PHYSICS 



The amazing results that recent math- 
ematical calculation has recently achiev- 
ed in the field of Astro-Physics wa: 
made the subject of an interesting ad 
dress delivered before the Physical So 
cicty last evening by Professor Gillson 
The speaker demonstrated that it is 
possible by means oi mathematical 
analysis to obtain a definite knowledge 
of tiie constitution of substances and of 
the forces at work in the interior of a 
star. These stars arc at incredible dis- 
tance from us, and arc of such vai'tness, 
that as compared to the sun as a pea 
some of them would have a diatneter of 
nine feet. The. 'temperatures under 
which these stars exist range from one 
to ten million degrees Centigrade, and 
■their radiant energy varies at the tempe- 
rature raised to the fourth power. This 
is, therefore, of very great intensity. It 
is through this radiant energy that 
beat is brought from the interior to the 
surface of the star. This energy ex- 
erts a radiation pressure which comes 
to an equilibrium with the force of grav- 
ity of' the star. By means of these forces 
and figures it has been calculated that 
'he brightness oi stars varies as the 
square of its mass. By comparing the 
brightness of stars ii is found . that the. 
masses of the .-tars arc between one and 
three times that of the sun. 

On the conclusion of his address Pro- 
fessor Gillson was interrogated by sev- 
eral of his interested • hearers, among 
whom was Dr. Eve who in thanking 
Professor Gillson for Ins instructive 
lecture, expressed his dibclicf in sonic 
of the theories that had been expressed, 
and a. discussion of some length ensued, 
before the meeting adjourned after a 
hearty vote oi thanks had been tendered 
to Professor Gillson.
